I'm sure that as I read the offer my mind will go back to my past experiences and I'll 
become aware of additional considerations if not also problems, like all the work we'd 
have forwarding orders to them or, conversely, the problem we'd have in sealing the stock 
of more costly xerox editions. Then there is the problem added by all our jjoars of listings 
and ads in knfcl Books in Print a/yd I think another Lil uses. 

There would alos be the question of should something be added and if so what. There 
is so much than can be! But should it be? Aside from added information, which might be in 
an addition to the small appendix, should there be a foreword and if so by whom and what 
should it say? Ordinarily these are by prestigeouS people. I know nond appropriate for this. 
You can t have a bibliography for the first and there has been so much crap since then I'd 
object to even mention of it. 

’f'his is wit) lout deep thought. I had a few moments before leaving for my morning walk- 
ing therapy so I raise the Question with you for your tl^iughts and, if any, suggestions.
